Which  Shall  It  Be  ? 

The  policy  which  is  to  prevail  in 
the  government  of  the  L’uitod  .States 
for  the  next  four  years,  an*l  perh&]»* 
for  tiie  Vest  of  this  nineteenth  century 
is  a  out  to  be  decided.  The  people 
are  aliuut  to  select  servants  into  whose 
hands  they  will,  for  a  certain  time, 
commit  the  care  of  theuiselvcw  ami 
their  property,  without  reserve.  The 
choice  is  free  but  irrevocable.  If  the 
chosiDg  of  servants  for  the  household 
and  business,  who  remain  subject  to 
the  control  of  their  employers,  is  of 
vital  consequence  to  comfort  and  sue 
cess,  how  unutterably  silly  is  it,  to  de¬ 
clare  that  the  selection  of  the  servants, 
who  are  to  administer,  according  to 
their  own  ideas,  the  vast  interests  of 
a  great  nation,  is  a  matter  of  indiffer- 


It  has  become  fashionable  in  cer¬ 
tain  quarters,  to  affeet  an  indifference 
to  “politics,”  as  something  unworthy 
the  properly  constituted  and  regulat¬ 
ed  man's  notice  or  regard.  It  would 
seem  however,  as  though  a  president 
who  is  to  rule  in  the  capital  of  the 
nation,  as  it  seems  to  him  good,  for 
four  years,  is  quite  as  worthy  of  atten 
tion,  as  a  cook  who  is  to  rule  in  the 
kitchen,  according  to  her  own  sweet 
will,  for  the  space  of  one  rnon^h.  And 
yet  few  people  will  dispute  that  hu- 
mau  happiness  largely  depends  upon 
cooks.  The  term  of  Chief  Cook  Cleve¬ 
land  and  his  Democratic  assistants  is 
al>out  to  e\pire.  The  national  intelli¬ 
gence  office  is  now  open,  and  the  ser¬ 
vants  seeking  the  positions  about  to 
become  vacant  a*^e  presented  for  pub¬ 
lic  inspection.  Shall  the  present  ro¬ 
tund  incumbent  be  retained  to  preside 
over  the  pots  and  kettles  of  Uncle 
Sam’s  kitchen,  or  shall  the  new  ap¬ 
plicant  j  Harrison,  be  elected  to  suj>er 
intend  the  diet  and  prepare  the  food 
for  the  American  household  ?  It  is 
not  contended  that  either  will  poison 
the  family,  or  even  that  its  members 
will  be  brought  to  death’s  door  by  the 
food  provided.  The  American  stom¬ 
ach  is  very  strong  and  can  stand 
much  abuse.  But  upon  the  cooks  se¬ 
lected  for  the  national  kitchen,  will 
depend  whether  the  American  family 
shall  pass  the  days  in  comfort  aud  the 
nights  in  peace,  or  whether  the  pains 
of  dyspepsia  shall  make  life  a  burden 
/by  day,  and  a  tenor  by  night.

There  are  two  sets  of  servants  be¬ 
fore  the  public  this  year  for  its  choice, 
and  only  two.  Either  the  Democrat¬ 
ic  servants  will  carry  into  effect  Dem¬ 
ocratic  ideas,  or  Republican  servants 
will  conduct  public  affairs  according 
to  Republican  principles.

Stilling  the  Troubled  Waters. 

In  the  north  of  Scotland  the 
fishermen  obtain  a  sort  of  calm, 
they  call  tiouin,  by  casting  into  the  sea 
the  oily  livers  of  the  fish  they  have 
caught.  At  Gibraltar  and  other  parts  of 
the  Spanish  birder  the  fishermen  are  ac¬ 
customed  to  jiour  a  little  oil  on  the  sea  in 
ordei  to  still  its  motion,  that  they  may 
be  able  to  see  the  oysters  lying  at  its  bit¬ 
tern,  which,  it  seems,  are  very  large  and 
luscious-.  Another  observation  worth  at¬ 
tention  has  been  made  by  the  seal- 
catchers.  When  seals  are  devouring  a 
very  oily  fish,  which  they  always  do 
under  water,  the  waves  above  are  ob¬ 
served  to  be  remarkably  smooth,  and  by 
this  sign  the  fishermen  know  where  to 
look  for  them. 

This  property  of  oil  is  known  particu¬ 
larly  to  divers,  who  make  use  of  it  in 
order  to  have  a  more  steady  light  at  the 
bottom  of  the  sea.  The  Bermudians, 
when  they'  would  strike  fish,  which  they 
could  no t  see  if  the  surface  of  the  water 
were  rulfled  by  the  wind,  pour  on  the 
waves  a  little  oil  to  smooth  them.  The  In¬ 
dians  of  the  Pacific  ocean  use  cocoanut 
oil  to  render  the  water  transparent  when 
fishing  for  jiearl  oysters  and  other  shells. 
Again,  the  divers  in  the  Mediterranean, 
who  when  under  water  in  their  business 
need  light  which  the  rippling  of  the  sur¬ 
face  interrupts,  let  a  small  quantity  of 
oil  now  and  then  out  of  their  mouths, 
which,  rising  to  the  surface;  smooths  it 
and  permits  the  light  to  come  down  to 
them. — Georges,  Cloue  in  Chicago  Inter 
Ocean. 

The  Koy»l  Irish  Constabulary. 

"The  men  who  compose  it  are  almost 
exclusively  Irish,  for  the  most  part  the 
sons  of  Irish  farmers  or  tradesmen, 
drawn  from  all  parts  of  the  couutry,  ir¬ 
respective  of  creed.  Catholics,  Prot¬ 
estants  and  Presbyterians  are  equally  wel 
come  to  its  ranks,  but  perhaps  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  first  named  religion  is 
about  73  ix*r  cent,  of  the  total  strength; 
they  are  all  men  who,  before  enroll¬ 
ment,  must  show  that  they  possess  a  fair 
education,  and  whose  character  has  boon 
carefully  inquired  into;  they  enroll  vol¬ 
untarily  and  eagerly,  and  beyond  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  one  month’s  notice  are 
under  no  obligation  to  remain.  As  a 
rule  tfiev  do  remain  for  many  years, 
marry  Irish  women,  and  when  discharged 
settle  in  Ireland  and  jossess  the  goodwill 
of  the  people.— Murray’s  Magazine.

Women  they  say  are  not  always  thor¬ 
ough  ;  first,  ttecaue*  a  girl  does  not  enter 
bu-lnetos  like  a  U»y.  expecting  to  devote 
h*rself  to  it  for  life,  but  on  the  other  hand 
she  is  looking  furward  u>«  not  far  dmtant 
day  .when  she  will  l»e  tupirried  and  honor¬ 
ably  auppnrted  by  a  husband,  therefore 
until  she  has  passed  the  age  of  *25  years, 
sfie  usually  only  works  a»  her  lieceasiti 
demand. 

Kegardlog  married  women,  it  is  believed 
they  are  better  employed  in  caring  for 
their  homes  an  i  children,  for  what  little 
pittance  they  earn  scarcely  compensates 
lor  the  loss  occasioned  by  their  inatten¬ 
tion  to  domestic  u flairs  But  alas'  too 
many  widows  are  "  wage  earners  ”  from 
necessity,  in  order  to  obtain  the  moans 
supply  the  wants  of  their  helpless 
dretl. 

Mrs.  Anna  R.  Brown,  Superintendent 
the  Women's  Branch  of  the  New  York 
City  Mission,  goes  further  aud  says  her 
opinion  is  that  it  was  not  intended 
providence  that  women  should  be  **  wage 
earners,  '  and  that  when  we  come*  to  the 
right  condition  of  society  very  few  mar¬ 
ried  women  will  have  tjo  woik  for  wages, 
yet  so  long  as  men  continue  to  selfish 
squander  their  earnings  for  their  ow 
personal  gratification,  women  must  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  “  wage  earner-.”  Very  many 
thousands  of  married  women  are  abso¬ 
lutely  foreed  to  work  for  wages  to  suppor 
their  helpless  children  and  invalid 
dis-olute  husbands,  otherwise  there  would 
tie  absolutely  no  income  at  all.  “Out 
!ii)0  women  ‘  wage  earners  '  recently  vis¬ 
ited  in  the  teuament  houses  of  New  York 
city  only  five  claimed  that  they  were  able 
to  make  bread.” 

W  hat  a  marvelous  Change  would  be 
quickly  wrought  if  men] could  be  indue 
consider  this  subject.  How  many 
thousands  of  homes  would  be  made  hu|i 
pier  and  brighter  if  at  (east  a  portion 
the  vast  amount  of  capital  now  invested 
in  the  luauuluclure  and  consumption  of 
liquor  and  tobacco  ebulil  be  diverted 
therefrom  and  safely  and  profitably  in-
